Following the board’s 
vote to accept Harrison’s 
resignation, which settled 
the matter that had been a 
big topic in and around Elba 
since the Sept. 16th incident 
at a JV football game in- 
volving Harrison and a stu- 
dent-athlete [identified as 
Harrison’s son], board 
member DeAnn Grantham 
asked to make a statement. 
“Since I have been a 
school board member, I 
have received more phone 
calls and outreach from the 
community on this issue,” 
she said. “Sometimes our 
responses may seem auto- 
mated but just know there 
sometimes is only so much 
we [as board members] can 
say publicly on a matter.” 
She continued, “I want to 
state that as a school board 
member and parent the 
safety of our students is our 
number one priority. I think 
we all can say that.” 
Grantham did extend a 


challenge to the community. 

“Being a community 
member is more than just 
showing up to a football 
game on Friday night,” she 
said. “We are a school sys- 
tem that has to have the sup- 
port of the community. 
That’s more than a phone 
call with a complaint. As a 
community member, ask 
yourself when was the last 
time you did something to 
help the school system. 
You’ve got talents, time, 
you can donate.” 

Grantham —_ encouraged 
community members to 
reach out to the schools and 
ask what they can do to 
help. 

“Let’s please come to- 
gether and help make our 
school system better,” she 
said.

Alabama Forestry Commission places state on Fire Alert 


The Alabama Forestry 
Commission (AFC) last 
week upgraded the recent 
Fire Danger Advisory to a 
statewide Fire Alert effec- 
tive immediately. 

While under a Fire Alert, 
permits for outdoor burning 
will be restricted and issued 
on an individual basis at the 
discretion of the State For- 
ester. Anyone who burns a 
field, grassland, or wood- 
land without a burn permit 
may be subject to prosecu- 
tion for committing’a Class 
B misdemeanor. 

This burning restriction is 
being issued because of the 
current drought situation, 
continued lack of precipita- 
tion, and high probability of 
fuel ignition. With this ex- 
tremely dry weather, con- 
ditions are such that any fire 
can quickly spread out of 
control, not only resulting in 
damage to our forests but 
also threatening lives and 
destroying property. 

Over the last week, AFC 


wildland firefighters have 
responded to 182 wildfires 
across Alabama, burning 
approximately 2,608 acres. 

These numbers do not re- 
flect the numerous fires 
suppressed by volunteer fire 
departments (VFDs) across 
the state. The local VFDs 
are great partners to the 
AFC in times of high fire 
occurrence. 

This Fire Alert will re- 
main in effect until re- 
scinded by the State 
Forester, at which time con- 
ditions will have changed 
sufficiently to reduce the 
occurrence and frequency 
of wildfires. To report a 
wildfire, call the Alabama 
Forestry Commission at 
(800) 392-5679.

Pastor’s Corner

L invite you to read Lamentations 3:19-26, and use the de- 
votional below for a reflection. 

In 586 B.C. the unthinkable happened. This city of Jeru- 
salem fell to the Babylonian Empire, and the beautiful Tem- 
ple that held the Ark of the Covenant, the very place where 
Heaven and Earth met, was destroyed. In the smoldering 
ashes of desolation a collection of poems were written, and 
in Hebrew are called Eykhoh or simply “how”, In English, 
we call this collection the Book of Lamentations. 

The words we read today are a lament, The Kingdom of 
Judah has fallen and the people are driven from their home- 
land and scattered across the Babylonian Empire in captiv- 
ity. All that they knew is stripped from them. They do not 
know the people around them, and the very ground they 
now stand upon is unfamiliar and alien; they are afflicted, 
homeless, beaten, and depressed. In the midst of these emo- 
tions, the writer, traditionally Jeremiah, remembers that 
when everything around us seems to fall apart, there is one 
thing that stays constant: the steadfast, faithful love of God. 

These were the emotions that swirled around Thomas 
Chisholm when his poor health forced him to cease being a 
Methodist minister. He felt trapped in being unable to be a 
preacher behind the desk of his new job selling insurance 
in New Jersey, and so, he too began writing poems, nearly 
1,200 throughout his life. It is from the words of this reading 
that Chisholm wrote the words to the hymn “Great is Thy 
Faithfulness”, and saying, “My income has not been largest 
any time due to impaired health in the earlier years which 
has followed me on until now. Although I must not fail to 
record here the unfailing faithfulness of a covenant-keeping 
God and that God has given me nay wonderful displays of 
providing care, for which I am filled with astonishing grate- 


fulness.” 


During a very difficult time in my life when I myself felt 
afflicted and depressed, my wife and I would remind each 
other of this hymn, and especially the line, “strength for 
today and bright hope for tomorrow.” So, wherever you find 
yourself today, whether it is in a familiar and comfortable 
place or like you feel like you are navigating uncharted 
waters, take these words to heart. May you come to see that 
we never have to search for God, because God never hides 
from us. Great is God’s faithfulness to you!

In 46-34 loss to Rebels 


Elba Tiger turnovers prove costly

Three Elba turnovers in a two minute and thirty-second 
span midway through the fourth quarter turned into 19 
straight Long Rebel points and spelled doom for the Tigers 
Friday night in a hard fought 46-35 homefield loss. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and needed only three 
plays to go 76 yards and get on the scoreboard. A 12-yard 
run by Iverson Lane on first down set the tone for the scor- 
ing drive, while the Tiger touchdown came on a 68-yard 
pass from Ja’Quez Prince to Chrystyile Caldwell. The extra 
point try failed, but with 10:35 left in the first quarter the 
Tigers were already on top 6-0. 

Elba’s first major miscue of the night came on its ensuing 
possession when the Tigers punter booted the football into 
the back of a teammate, allowing Long to begin its second 
possession of the quarter at the Elba 8-yardline. 

The Rebels Trevor Morris scored on the next play on a 
run up the middle, and after the extra point try failed, the 
score remained tied at 6-6 with 4:50 remaining in the 
stanza. 

Elba began its next offensive series at its own 37-yardline 
and this time covered the 63 yards to the endzone in 10 
plays. A 32-yard pass completion from Prince to Dezmion 
Roberson on third down and 28 was a key play in the long 
scoring drive, while Collin Harrison rushed for 37 yards on 
five carries and scored the touchdown on a 21-yard dash 
up the middle. Prince passed to Caldwell for the two-point 
conversion as the Tigers moved back on top 14-6 with 
11:53 left in the second quarter. 

The Tigers failed to add to their lead on their ensuing 
possession, which began at the Long 18-yardline after a low 
snap on a punt attempt, and the Rebels defensive stand 
pumped life back into their offense as Long went 85 yards 
in seven plays to pull even. 

Carson Dunlap completed three of four passes for 79 
yards to lead the Rebels down the field, with the Rebel 
score coming on a 62-yard touchdown toss to Braxton 
Whitehead. Dunlap passed to Kobie Stringer for the two- 
point conversion, and with 5:52 left in the quarter the score 
was tied at 14-14.
